Getting around will 
likely cost you more 
Starting in January

The Oregon Legislature spent much of its session this 
year ironing out a plan to pay for a suite of investments in the 
state’s highways and bridges. For drivers — and bicyclists — 
who use the system, the bill starts to come due Jan. 1. 

Much of the public discussion of the bill has focused on 
potential rush-hour tolls on Portland freeways. If approved, 
those tolls could take years to implement. But many of the 
bill’s other revenue-generating provisions take effect at the 
beginning of 2018. 

Here’s what to expect to pay: 


Vehicle registration fees increase: Vehicles with tags 
expiring in the new year are beginning to get notices in the 
mail, and they will come with a 30 percent increase in the 
state registration fee. That will bring the fee from $86 for 
two years to $112. (Drivers in Multnomah County also pay 
a local registration fee of $38 for two years to pay for the 
replacement of the Sellwood Bridge.)

MASSACRE 
AT CHURCH

26 are killed in Texas’ deadliest mass shooting; 
motive is unclear, but terrorism isn't suspected 


A man dressed in black tactical-style 
gear and armed with an assault rifle 
opened fire inside a church in a small 
South Texas community on Sunday, 
killing 26 people in what the governor 
called the deadliest mass shooting in 
the state’s history. 


Victims: Dozens were hit with bul- 
lets, and the dead ranged from 5 to 72, 
authorities said. Most were shot in the 
pews as they worshiped at Sutherland 
Springs’ First Baptist Church. The gun- 
man was found dead several miles from 
the scene after fleeing in his vehicle. 


Gunman: Authorities didn’t identify 
the attacker during a Sunday night 
news conference, but two other offi- 
cials identified him as Devin Kelley, 
26. A U.S. official said Kelley lived ina 
San Antonio suburb and didn’t appear 
to be linked to organized terrorist 
groups. Investigators were looking at 
social media posts Kelley made in the 
days before the attack, including one 
that appeared to show an AR-15 semi- 
automatic weapon. He served in the 
Air Force but was discharged in 2012 
for allegedly assaulting his wife and 
child, according to an Air Force spokes- 
woman. —Associated Press

Other recent mass shootings 


Oct. 1, 2017: Gunman Stephen Paddock opened fire on an outdoor music fes- 
tival on the Las Vegas Strip from the 32nd floor of a hotel-casino, killing 58 and 
wounding over 500. He killed himself. 


June 12, 2016: Gunman Omar Mateen opened fire at an Orlando, Florida, night- 
club, killing 49 people. Mateen was later killed in a shootout with police. 


Dec. 2, 2015: Syed Rizwan Farook, 28, and Tashfeen Malik, 27, opened fire at a 
social services center in San Bernardino, California, killing 14 and wounding over 
20. They fled but died hours later in a shootout with police. 


Oct. 1, 2015: Shooter Christopher Harper-Mercer, 26, killed 10 and injured seven 
at Umpqua Community College in Roseburg, Oregon, before killing himself. 


June 17, 2015: Gunman Dylann Roof, 21, killed nine African American church 
members in Charleston, South Carolina. Roof has been sentenced to death. 
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
